Justice in Mexico 


in Mokico vvhcro il used to be that a few owned all 


the land and most of tho people had none at all a radical 


Farm-Labor government is remedy ing matters— but not 
without trouble. 


Like other American newspaper editors 1 appear to 


be on the regular mailing list of "The Mexican News Let- 
ter," published by the National Revolutionary Party, Paseo 
Del La Keforma 18. Mexico, I). F,— in which I gather up a 
few threads from the latest land dispute. 


"Tho Mexican News Letter" rushes in this time to 


explain that the Supreme Court of Mexico has just finished 
putting some over-zealous peasants off some land they had 
no claim to — and the News Letter comments as follows: 


"Individual owners have frequently charged that the 


law as applied places them at the mercy of groups that wait 
until the crops are ready for harvesting to apply for land. 
Substantiation of these charges have been rare indeed, and 
when, as in the present case, the courts have been resorted 
to, full justice has been made." 


So says the official Mexican News Letter — and since 


we Americans are apt to be highly prejudiced against any 
procedure south of the Hio (.Jrande il should be worth while 
to cast a glance at the exact nature of Mexico's land policy. 


"'Die Mexican constitution," .says 


tht1 News Letter, "provides for 
two systems of land tenure: Com- 
munal fonns carved out of former 
Inrge estates or plantations, and 
small 
individually-owned farms. 


Both kinds must be cultivated by 
the owners, failing which they are 
liable to expropriation proceedings 
'ii favor of landless individuals or 
groups applying for soil." 


They call Mexico's present gov- 


ernment 
"radical"— but that's a 


misnomer, judging, from the above 
statement. Of course the justice 
of any governmental program rests 
with its execution rather than its 
avowed aim— but .so far as their 
aims urc concerned the Mexicans 
arc; only doing what their Anglo- 
Saxon brothers have clone in gen- 
erations past and will continue to 
do in the fulure. 


Early United Slates citi/.ens were 


very careful to make sure that all 
the people might have a chance to 
own land. 


Australia, which once was whol- 


ly owned by a few absentee Eng- 
lish families, had a bloodless revo- 
lution many years ago that .suc- 
cessfully divided the land among 
virtually all of the people. 


Tile only sure charge of injus- 


tice in land matters would be a 
case where one man after actually 
planting and cultivating a crop is 
forced to stand aside and see a 
shiftless man harvest 
what he 


hadn't worked for, 


Mexico appears to recognize that 


point quickly enough — and afficial- 
ly tells the world the usurpers 
have been kicked out and -"justice 
has been done."

In n report to Administrator Harry 


Hopkins, they said a widespread use 
of tl.c picking machine might bring 
other important changes in production 
of cotton—a reduced number of ten- 
ants and sharecroppers, greater use 
of 
machinery 
in other phases of 


mechanized tillage and harvest, and 
an increase in the size of cotton farms. 


"Although the plight of the unfor- 


tunate people displaced should not be 
minimized," the report said, "neither 
should concern for their future ob- 
scure the fact that picking cotton by 
hand is slow and tedious work. 


"In the long r.un, society will gain

New York clinic is only one of doz- 
ens scattered 
about 
the 
country, 


straightening out problems of love, 
vocational guidance and the like. 


Dr. Edward Spencer Cowles, who 


runs the Body and Soul Clinic in the 
Stuyvestant Casino, on New York's 
East Side, explains thus the neec 
that called it forth: 


"There arc literally millions, of iear- 


sufforers on "the•"borderland of in* 
sanity—people who are afraid to cross 
streets, look out high windows, afraid 
of crowds, afraid to enter subways, 
afraid of autos, afraid of nearly every- 
thing." 


In short, acutely unhappy ones who 


may, unless trcatmtnt is provided, 
turn into actual mental cases and be- 
come a burden to the state. 
Dr. 


Cowles, whose work is estimated to 
have saved the state of New York 
$5,000,000 a year in care of mental 
cases, believes there should be a 
psychiatrist assigned to every public 
school. But he adds bitterly, 


"You can even get money for shrub- 


bery, but for these pitiful cases in our 
living midst, nothing." 


Ran Into Opposition 


Dr. Cowles has reason for some lit- 


tle bitterness, for his experiences in 
establishing and maintaining his clinic 
have been hectic enough. It was in 
1923 that he opened, in the church of 
St. Mark's-in-the-Bouwerie on New 
York's East Side, a clinic in which he 
gave his patients first a thorough 
physical examinatio nand treatment, 
for Dr. Cowles is a qualified physician. 


Then a mental history was taken, 


sufficient to lay bare any conflicts

But opposition arose, and after a 


bitter controversy the clinic was kick- 
ed out of the church in 1932, whereup- 
on it was immediately established on 
in independent basis. It still operates 


with more than 3000 patients often 
its rolls at one lime, and more than 


500,000 who have received its benefits. 


Services to Millions 


Lest this give you the somewhat 


widely-held idea that we're all going 
crazy, listen to Dr. C. M. Hincks, gen- 
eral director of the National Commil- 
ee for Mental Hygiene. 


He predicts a decrease in mental 


disease, and says statistics are mislead- 
ing because treatment is now available 
for so many more people that cases are 
now known which would formerly 
have existed but been concealed. 


Nevertheless, tho number of unhap- 


py, maladjusted, potentially-unbalanc- 
ed people turning daily to psycho- 
analyists and psychologists is impres- 
sive. 


It may turn out that the "Soul Clin- 


ic," so-called, is the most important 
medical development of the century. 
In varying forms, it is gradually ex- 
tending its services to millions. 


Dozens of Clinics 


Boston has a Worry Clinic, which 


s just about what yo uwoulcl expect 
from the name. San Francisco has its 
Family Relations Center, where Henry

New York has its Psychological Ser-

IF there is one American who is entitled to be heard ... „„.. 
1 nection With the tangled situation in the Far East, it is 


,- fortner Sectretary of State -Henry L. Stimson. 


Mr. Stimson was some six years ahead of President Roose- 
v|lt,m the belief that this country should take peaceful but 
effective measures ti restrain the Japanese militarists. 
Unfortunately- the British let him down with a dull thud 
when he tried to translte his belief into action, and his ef- 
fort to preserve peace and the sancity of treaties in the Orient 
failed. 
\ &ut he knows the Chinese-Japanese situation as few Amer- 
icaris know it; and when he. wrote a lengthy letter to the 
JVew York-Times the other day, setting forth his ideas on the 
course America ought to follow, he said some things which 
^all Americans ought to ponder. 
, No one;, aays .Mr. Stinson, can argue that we should send 
troops and warships to the Orient to restrain the apanese 
invasion by force. The American people would never consent 
to such a step: even if they did, China must work out her 
own salvation and her problem cannot be solved bv outside 
intervention. 


But that, he continues, does not mean that we must fold 


our hands and passively watch the Japanese comolete their 
program of aggression. For, as a matter of fact, Mr. Stimson 
says, we are right now actively helping Japan—giving her 
the help without which she could not carry on the war. 


_Japan, he points out, depends on the outside world 


for he rability to attack China. She has ample manufacturing 
facilities, but she lacks the vital raw materials—oil, iron, 
rubber and cotton. These she must buy abroad; she can pay 
for them only by selling enough of her own products to ob- 
tain the requisite foreign exchange. 
-» The principal product that she has for sale is raw silk. 


'Keeping:that;iriniind, says Mr. Stimson, note that America 


buys upward of 80 per cent of Japan's silk exports, with Brit- 
ain buying almost all the rest. Futhermore, Japan buys most 
of her essential raw materials from America and England— 
75 per cent of her oil and 50 per cent of her iron from Amer- 
ica, practically all of her rubber from England, 80 per cent 
of her cotton from the two nations combined.

But 
can't we respect the court's dignity enough without adding 
the "mister".

Quickly Recalled by 


Doctors 


CHICAGO.—(IP)—A nationwide race 


with death, its object recovery of more 
than 700 bottles, mostly pints, of a new 
liquid medicine, named elixir of sul- 
fanilnm'de which has caused 36 veri- 
fied d. illis, was described over the 
week-end at the headquarters here of 
the American Medical Association, 


Every agent of the United Stales 


Pood and Drug Administration, said 
Dr. Morris Fishbein, spokesman of 
the Medical Association, is scouring 
the country to recover the bottles. 
By Monday, said J. O. Clarke of the 
Food and Drug Administration, it Is 
hoped that all of the "outstanding" 
shipments will bo recovered. 


Telegrams and long distance calls 


have been pouring into tho American 
Medical association office hero at the 
rale of one every five minutes from all 
over the United States. They come 
from rfightcned citizens and physicians 
and officials seeking advice. 


Several men In college laboratories 


have been spending nights on cols be- 
side animals which have received some 
of the lethal substance, and which are 
watched in hope of a quick analysis 
of its deadly action. 


Nothing like the present situation , 


has happened in American medicine 
in many years, Dr. Fishbein said. It 
has never happened before in such 
magnitude. The trouble is that the 
lethal bottles are a form of the most 
sensational and valuable new medi- 
cine discovered in many years. In oth- 
er forms this medicine has performed 
near miracles in treatment of strepto- 
cocci t diseases and gonorrhea. 


The "elixir" alone has brought re- 


ported deaths. One ounce of it killed 
a baby, said Dr. Paul Nicholas Leech 
of the Council on Pharmacy 
and 


Chemistry of the A. M. A. There are 
1G ounces in each pint. How many 
adults a pint can kill is unknown. An 
adult who look six ounces recovered. 
Danger lies in the fact that large dos- 
sagcs arc customary with sulfanila- 
mido preparations.

Federal Treasury Determ- 


ined to Balance Outgo 


With Income 


WASHINGTON—(f)—The new farm 


program, p:.rt of which Congress must 
finance from new taxes, may cost a 
billion dollars in its first year. 


Agriculture Department experts and 


others have estimated a probable 
cost of $700,000.000 for surplus crop 
control. President Roosevelt said in 
his revised budget estimate that 1937 
cotton loans would cost 5130,000,000. 
Some believe that proposed loans (if 
granted) easily could cost 5170,000,000 
considering that this year's crop fore- 
cast runs 1,000,000,000 bushels above 
the 193G yield and that approximately 
$150,000,000 was lent on the 1934 corn 
loan program. 


The cotton loans have been should- 


erfed by the Treasury buf Mr. Roose- 
velt has made it plain that congress 
must find a way to pay for the new

nancial rewards have been high or 
labor shortage acute." 


. Seven Major Changes Likely. 


The report cited a long list of im- 


portant changes which probably would 
follow a general use o fthe picking ma- 
chine: 


First, mechanical picking on half 


the crop would sace about 800,000,000 
man-hours or approximately 2,000,000 
workers. 


Second, mechanization of pre-har- 


vest labor probably would save 20 to 
30 man-hours an acre in the Mississip- 
pi delta section. 


Third, since men woul dbe required 


to operate mechanical pickers, rela- 
tively fewer men tlian women and 
children would be displaced. 


Fourth, labor required to raise work 


stoc kand to grow feed would be re- 
duced, while that for manufacturing 
machinery would be increased. 


Fifth, there would be an increase Ln 


the size of cotton farms, which now 
average only about 15 acres. As a con- 
sequence, there would be fewed ten- 
ants and sharecroppers. 


Sixth, production probably would 


be increased in Austrailia, Brazil and 
Argentina, where there is an abun- 
dance of land suited to mechanized cot- 
ton production. 


Seventh, cotton production 
would 


be withdrawn from unsuited lands. 
The picker would be used first on level 
lands, such as those in the Missis- 
sippi delta area.
